Once there are 
talks, a great deal is at stake. 
It boils down to trusting our po- 
litical leaders to the extent to 
which we have in the past trust- 
ad military commanders and plan- 
ners, for errors of judgement or 
failures of courage at the nego- 
tiating table coul@ cost us the 
security that was won in 1967 
without getting usa different kind 
of security in return. To object 
to the mere opening of talks 
seems no wiser than a determi- 
nation to avold a military con- 
frontation at all costs, an assump- 
tion of weakness that is not jus- 
tifled and does not do us any 
good. 

One might say that Mr. Begin 
practised britkmanshlp last sum- 
mer, when he threatened that his 
party would leave the government 
if it agreed to the talks, in 
the hope of preventing any such 
decision and in the end was left 
with no choice but to jump. We 
have always aimed at talks with 
the Arab states: if he opposes 
them now it can only be because 
he has no confidence that this 
particular government can carry 
them to a successful conclusion. 
Obviously the government would 
be in better shape, from his point 
of view, if his party was still in 
it, making up a quarter or more 
of its real voting strength. 

Mr. Haim Zadok (Alignment), 
the chairman of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, chided Mr, Be- 
gin for what he called his “theo- 
logical appronch to political naf- 
fairs,” arguing that in politics 
there are no absolutes, only al- 
ternatives that are greator or les- 
ser evils.

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ON LEARNING CHINA 


Tro hundred years ago there appear- 
ed in London a book called “The 
Chinese Traveller" whose alm was “to 
correct the superficial accounts of China 
then being circulated.” There is today, 
as there waa then, a need to tell a grow- 
Ing public about China and her people 
on as firm authority as possible, There 
fa no lack of eyewitness accounts, Tmany 
of them detailed and well written, But 
on the whole, thera is much ignor- 
ance about the history. of China, with 
most people abill Imagining that tea, 
lacquered tables, pagodas, fillal Piety and 
gentility arc characteristic of Chinese 
soclety aos a whole. 

Aa Israells, our own national = 
fence could not have given mae 
derstanding of Chinese history, Further- 
more, unlike the study of European or 
American history, to which Jews gene- 
rally, and even Israeli Jews, have made 
and still are making Impressive contri- 
butlons, we did not have the modern 
critical approach to Chinese History based 
on the .use of original sources and re- 
cords. More and more China Is belag 
talked about in Israel as a growlng 
force in Middle Eastern affairs and a 
Potential threat to this. country.

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Winston Churchill, ‘the failure’ - 


FEW people who lived through World 

War ΤΠ or have even 8 cursory know- 
ledge of those events can judge Winston 
Churchill dispassionately. He has come 
to porsonify ‘England, inspiring his 
countrymen with grand rhetoric and his 
allies with unyielding leadership, battling 
single-handed (at least in 1940-41) 
against evil foes, yet emerging in the 
end triumphant against overwhelming 
odds. The vast amount of Churchilliana 
that has since poured from the 
presses, most of it uncritical and often 
sycophantic in tone, has added to the 
legend. Churchill himself did not show 
undue modesty when he came to write 
his memoirs, and at times unashamedly 
tipped the balance in his own favour. 
Tt comes, therefore, as a timely remind- 
er that “the greatest Englishman of his 
generation” lived for so long in fhe po- 
litical wilderness and was viewed with 
such Intense distrust by the vast majo- 
rity of his contemporaries. (Churchill 
died on January 24, 1965 at the age of 
90.) 

Even If Mr. James has chosen a some- 
what dramatic title for his study It re- 
mains nevertheless attractlycly written, 
acholarly, and argued with extreme con- 
viction. It can confidently be recom- 
mended to those who wish to approach 
the complex subject of Churchill with- 
out the aid of rose-tinted spectacies. 

In 1981 Churchlil resigned from the 
Conservative shadow cabinet over the 
question of granting a limited form of 
home rule to India. The reform proposed 
was Innocuous enough; and indeed, the 
majority of Parliament accepted It as 
such. Not so Churchill. He saw it as 
disrupting the homogeneity of the Brit- 
Ish Emplre and ultimately as threatening 
the security of Great Britain herself. It 
wos a ‘thlow against the established 
order. He cut himself off from lberal 
opinion within the Conservative party 
and throughout the country. He marshail- 
ed his very considerable debating powers 
and directed a series of crashing attacks 
against the Government. Hla speeches 
were alarmist, intemperate, violent, sadly 
out-of-touch; and they achieved nothing. 
In 1935 the India Act was passed and 
“Winsten’s seven years’ war'' wag at an 
ond. 

By the end of 1936, when his fortunes 
appeared to be picking up, he stumbled 
into the abdication crisis surrounding 
Edward VIN. Captivated by the romantic 
image of the monarchy in danger, he 
attempted to Intervene, only to be shout- 
ed down in the House of Commons for 
hls pains. His reputation sank to ἃ-. 
lower level than ever before. He

When Mr. Churchill sat down (in the 
Howse of Gommons in March, 1938) 
there was a deep silence for a moment: 
the show was over... I was talking to 
α friend, and when we asked. him what 
he thought of the speech he replied 
lightly: “Oh, the usual Churchillian 
filibuster: he Ukes to rattle the sabre 
and does tt jolly well, but you always 
have to take it with a groin of salt.” 
By the end of the 1930s Churchill found 
himself shunned by other oppoaltioniat 
groups — Eden's, for example. All were 
afraid of being tarred with the same 
brush. In the Commons he was left with 
only two consistent supporters. 
kk 
James rightly sees the earllest 
years of Churchill's career as pro- 
yiding the key to this sorry state of 
affalrs, Ho entered Parllament in 1900 - 
at the age of 26 us a Unionist (ie. 
Conservative) member, and immediately 
proceeded to batter his own ministers: 
first, St. J. Broderick, the Secretary of 
State for War, and then the far more 
formidable Joseph Chamberiain, the most 
powerful and Influential minister In Bal- 
four's administration. In 1904 he broke 
with the Conservatives and crossed the 
floor of the House to take his seat on 
the Liberal benches. A year later he 
was rewarded with office; and Ln 1908 
he flrst entered the Cabinet. Churchill 
had arrived, his reputation made — but ' 
at a price. He was thought of as an 
adventurer, an opportunist, brash and 
assertive, an egocentric young pullticlan 
unashamedly on-the-make. His rise was 
brief and spectacular, but as Mr. James 
notes, “the political animoalties that he 
had aroused... were to stalk him re- 
lentlessly... and were never to be wholly 
eradicated.” They destroyed him In 1915 
over the Gallipoli debacle; and again 
In 1922 with the disintegratlon of the 
Lloyd George coalition. 
In 1925 he was sceond 
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[SRASLIS will be particularly interest- 

ed in Peter Van Ness’ “Revolution 
and Chinese Forelgn Policy,” an analysis 
of both the theory and practice: of 
Chinese support for “wars of national 
liberation.” The growing ties between Pe- 
king and various "Palestinian" groups 
have created the need for Israelis to 
learn more about this aspect of China's 
foreign policy. As early as 1056, writes 
Mr. Van Ness, Pekin “had explicitly en- 
dorsed the Arabs' struggle against Israel.’

1968, he continues, Chinese statements on

chance. He wus Invited to joln Baldwin's 
second adininistration as Chancellor οἵ 
the Exehequer, Tt was a surprising 
choice, not least of all to Churchill him- 
self, And although he proved himself a 
compotent-enough Chancellor, the post 
scarcely sulted his flamboyant tempcera- 
ment. His understanding of cconomics 
and economists was generally held ta be 
limited. “They ali talk Persian,” he 
once remarked to u close associate. 
Consequently, he wns more than uaually 
rellant on the adviee of his officials, 
all of whom came from that most con- 
servative and prudent of government of- 
fices — the Treasury. He became alinost 
Gladstonian in his stringent cconomls- 
ing, paring down the defence estimates 
and reducing the Admiralty — where he 
had formerly held sway --- to utter ex- 
asperation: ‘That extraordinary fellow 
Winston has gone mad,” exploded one of 
the admirals. 

Baldwin's government, capable enough In 
ἃ pedestrian sort of way, did not come to 
grips with the burning issue of the pe- 
riod: unemployment. Of course, “the sys- 
tem" was to blame, but some of the res- 
ponsibility rubbed off on the architects 
of the Government's economic policy — 
or laok of it. And this popular identifi- 


Zionism was a cause which Churchill 
champtoned consiatently, although in the 
natural order of things it occupled a 
relatively kno piace I his political scale 
of values. In 1980-81 he served aa Colo- 
nial Secretary and came into direct con- 
tact with the contentious problem of Pa- 
lestine. He plunged into his task with 
typical Churchillian zest. As part of @ 
wider solution ‘to Britain’s Middle Host 
problems, Qhurchift teas instrumental in 
devising the 1922 White Paper which aj- 
firmed Jewtsh national rights in Palestina 
but would not imposes those righte “upon 
the inhabitants of Palestine as a whole." 
It also restricted the National Home to 
areas wast of the Jordan, It was not a 
wholly satisfying solution, but at the 
time it aroused only aubdued protests 
from the Zionists and rather more siri- 
dent ones from the Arabs. 

Tha Palestine probiem eventually proved 
beyond the wit of any British statesman 
or government to solve. Nevertheless 
Churchill's contribution dominated, at 
tHmes shakily, until the White Paper of 
1959, and he looked back upon this epi- 
sode with considerable satiafaction.

EERHAPS too llttte emphasis has been 
placed on Churchill's non-party cha- 
racter. Although the Conservatives tried 
to package Churchill (as they did Disraeli 
jn an earlier period) after the victory of 

1945, it was vbvlous to all that this 
was a marriage of convenienees, The people 
acelalmed Churchill but decisively rejcet- 

ed tho Conservatives. During his career 

Churchill switched party allegiance twice 

— an unprecedented record In modern 

English history for a major politician. 

He felt more at ease in the compuny of 

policltal mavericka ke = himsol? 

Beaverbrook or Lloyd George — than In 
the presence of party hacks. In madern 
timea no politiclan can exist and prosper 
without a firm political base. Churchill 
learned his lesson well, He had himself 
@lected leader of the Conservative Parly 
as soon as Chamberlain resigned from 

that office in October, 1840, an act that 

may well have saved his political career 

after 1945. 

Paradoxically Churchill hos Hitler to 
thank for his unassallalle position In his- 


tory. It was the crisis of 1939 that 
brought him hack to office; and the 
‘desperate situation of May, 1940 that 


gave him, though only just, the Premier- 
ship. But for those events Churchill's epi- 
taph might well have been Asquith's com- 
ment about him In March, 1915: 


It is a pity that Winston hasn't a 
better sense of proportion. I am really 
fond of him, but i regard his future 
with many misgivings... He will never 
get to the top jn English poliites, with 
nll hls wonderful gifts: to speak with

-"" Assael, the director of the 
Esrath Nashins Hospital, told the 
Press, “like crying colours — bright 
pinks, yellows and biues."

Devoted ladies 


Esrath Nashlm was started 75 
years ago by two plous and devot- 
ed ladies, Haya Zippe Pinnes and 
Rosa Feinstein. It was set up origi- 
nally In the Old Clty Jewish Quarter 
and was composed of two beds, The 
“hospital” later moved to a house 
on the Jaffa Rond, just at the 
City's western entrance, Mrs, Pin- 
nes' daughter, Ita Yellin, the wife: 
of the distinguished Jerusalem 
educator Profesgor David Yellin, 
later on became president of Esrath 
Nashim In her mother's footsteps.

Esrath Nashim was and ig a vo- 
luntary women's organization, but 
in those days the institution, which 
now Hkes to refer to Itself us a 
Mental Health Centre, calicd itself a 
“Home for the Insane and Inecur- 
able." Its primary functlon was to 
shelter poor lunatics wandering in 
the streets, and the notlon of treat- 
ment developed slowly. In the nlne- 
teen twenties, charitable appeals on 
behalf of the hospltal noted that the 
“tremendous difficulties which are 
the constant lot of the Jewlsh Hal- 
lutzim in Palestlne have in many 
instances lead to a weukening of 
their mental proceases™ and featur- 
ed photographs of a men's ward 
where ἃ patient “in need of rest"

was grim, and, as In other mental 
hospitals In those days, must 
patlents were chronic. The hospltul 
was regarded mainly as a custodial 
instltution, 

However, under the energetle 
leadership of Rabbanit Sarah 
zog, who became President of 
rath Nashim in 1947, the hospital 
begau to gather more funds, and 
Intely more Ideas. In 1968 the hos- 
Pital moved from Jaffa Road ta πα 
200 bed, and 11-unlt building αἱ 
Glvat Shaul and took a Plying: Jeup 
Into the nineteen seventles. 

The hospltat opened [ls doors, 
abolished 115 ward for chronic pa- 
“ents and set up a community liv- 
Ing programme within the hospital, 
Patlenta who ‘had furmerly been 
Passive Inmates belne woken, fod 
and put to bed again at intervals 
were encournged to set up their 
own groups, Ilving in units of thelr 
own. Today these groups use a 
common kitchen and sitting room 
where they organize tholr own 
Meals and housekeeping, do ptere- 
work for various Jerusalem trins, 
and ta a large extent work out 
their own pattern of living.

JANUARY GARDEN NOTES 


Garden planting. Renew your lawn 
by sowing or transplanting. 

Now it is time for planting shrubs 
and especially roses. New rose 
plants are already available in 
nurweries, 

Sow a new range of sweetpeas 
to have a long lasting blossom. 

ou can plant the last tulips and 
the first gladiolus, Hliwm and tri- 
tonis In places of maximum sun- 
shine. 

You can transplant the plants 
you sow during the autumn or you 
will be able to buy from nurseries 
small plants of Snapdragon (Antir- 
thinum), pessies (viola Tricolor), 
Forget-me-not (Myosotis), Stocks 
(Matthiola), Exglish Datsles (Bellis 
perennia), ete, 

On the terrace. After you have 
turned the soil in your containers, 
adding more enriched soll mixture, 
you can start to sow and plant. 
You can start by sowing Annuals 
blooming in summer. Sow In boxes 
protected by plastic sheets and keap 
them inside until the plants are 
strong enough to survive the out- 
side temperatures. Some of these 
plants are suitable for half-shaded 
places like Qoleus, Lobelia, Salvia, 
Godetia; others like Petula, Antic 
rhinum, Alyasum, Olarkia prefer 
gunshine. All these plants should be 
transplanted at a later perlod from 
the terrace to the garden. 

Many kinds of plants originating 
in South Africa have become very 

lar in Israel, because of their 
adaptability to our climate. African 

Daisies (Arctotis), Cape Marigold 

(Dimorphocoteca), Nemesias, Ursi- 
nia, Gazanias, almost all are suit- 
able for the garden and for the 
balconies in full sunshine. ; 

House plants. The Croton os 
become a” popular gift at Hanukka, 
go let us give you some information 
regarding Its care. The Croton or 
Godiaeum variegatum springs from 
East Asia ond it ts one of the 
most popular cultivated varieties of 
the Spurge family {Euphorblaceae). 
Its variegated leaves that are some- 
times ornamentally twisted, make 
it very decorative. Croton ἰβ some- 
times a capricious plant: some 
people eucceed very well in cultl- 
vating it Inside, while others sec 
the leaves fall off a few days after 


they bring lt home, The reason: la 
that this plant is very sensitive to 
the variation of temperature. It is 
not co important to have high tem- 
perature (optimum 20°-80° C.), ag it 
is important to have a steady tem- 
perature. Groton need full Indirect 
sunlight and high atmospherle hu- 
midity (spray the leaves with wa- 
ter). 

Protect against snow and frost, 
Happily enough snow and frost are 
exceptional in our region. For this 
reazon damage may be quite serious, 
‘because we are caught unprepared. 
Some precautions will avold trouble, 
Have handy and ready plastic sheets 
or jute sacks, Should there be a 
sudden drop in temperature, cover 
the less hardy plants. Pay special 
attention to the plants on the ter- 
races; their roots are more exposed 
to the elements. 

In case of snow fall, dou't let 
the snow accumulate on the big 
branches of the trees, especially of 
the ‘evergreen. Use a pole to shake 
the snow off [7 the tress are high. 
When you read these Hines consider 
that Israel is a small country, but 
has many climatic regions that dif- 
fer very much from each other.

Seven-year struggle 


to teachers seminary 


By Yoel Dar 
Jerusalem Post .Heporter 

ὡ HAIFA, — 

A SEVHIN-year struggle by 8 
Druse girl to become a teacher 
has ended in victory for her. Doomis 
Zaher of Issfiyeh village last month 
began her course at the Arab Teach- 
815 Seminar here. She will graduate 
in about two years and will be the 
first Druae woman teacher Ln Tsrael. 

After completing her elementary 
schooling, she went to ‘Nazareth to 
attend the high school of the Fraa- 
ciscan Order. Her desire for an edu- 
cation caused a atir in the Druse 
village on Mt. Carmel. “How is it 
that a young girl whose father and 
grandfather are religious leaders is 
permitted to study?” people at the 
village asked. 

Public pressure proved tco much. 
Doomia had to return home after 
a year. She fell ill and for a long 
time was bedridden. “Ignorance and 
prejudice won out against the light 
of knowledge,” she wrote in her 
diary. 

But sho did not give up. ior three 
years in succession she sought per- 
mission to enrol in high school. 
The fourth time, she was allowed 
to reglater at one of Hailfa’s elty 


high schools, but agaln rellgious and 
community pressure groups perauad- 
ed her father to stop her. At this 
point, the headmaster of the ort 
Trode School πὲ Jssfiyeh, Hanna Mus- 
badda, took the girl under his wing 
and cnabled her to attend ἃ course
